Swiftly he safled across the 
tossing seas, entered the harbor 
of Monterey, Cal., on October 
20, 1842, obtained the surrender 
of the place, hoisted the Ameri- 
can fidg over it and issued a 
proclamation annexing Califor- 
nia to the United States, as he did 
not dare to wail, lest the. British 


squadron enter the harbor and 
forestall him. 


Next day however, finding pa- 
pers and documents here that 
showed that Mexico and the Unit- 
ed States were still at peace, he 
resto-ed the town to the Mexican 
officials, fired a salute of honor 
to the Mexican flag, and wrote to 
the new Governor, offering apolo- 
gies and explaining matters. 
This annexation, the-efore, only 
lasted for one day, but its reper- 
cussion created a world-wide sen- 
sation, as it showed the world 
just what Uncle Sam's intentions 
were regarding California. 

Meanwhile, the new Governor, 
the former Mexican Micheltorena, 
had left Los Angeles with his 
“Faithful Battalion” of cholo sol- 
diers, whom he had recruited 
mostly in Mexican jails, and 
brought hither with him, to his 
own final undoing—for eventual- 
ly they caused his expulsion from 


California. These ragzed vaga- 
bonds of cholos had perpetrated 
all so.ts of robberies and crimes 
in Los Angeles, even to the ex- 
tent of carrying off, one night, a 
chest of valuables that they had 
been set to guard, during a large 
ball! Later on, at Monterey, not 
a clothesline was safe from 


them; ithey even fished over. 


walls for chickens with corn-bait- 
ed hooks and lines, during the 
daytimé; and once when M<:s. 
Ord’s cook had prepared dinner 
and stepped of the kitchen 
for a moment, to cool her heated 
brow, these picturesque picaroons 
slipped in, stole the whole dinner 
bodily, and made oT with it, with- 
out being detected in the act! 


On His Way 
Micheltorena had left Los An- 
oles, two days before, on his way 

to Monterey when he rece:ved 
news that Jones had seized Mon- 
terey, ho:sted the United. States 


flag there, and formally annexed 


California to our country. Ap 
palled at thus losing his job as 
Governor before he could really 
get down to governing, he halted 
in porplexity, but presently took 
to issuing blood-and-thunder mant- 
festoes in dispatches, in one of 


which he wished he were “a thun- 


derbolt to fly and annfhilate the 
invaders, but ote hundred and 
ten leagues intervencd between 
me and them, and my forces are 
all infantry”—and whoever heard 
of foot-soldiers thunderbolting? 
How fortunate for the American 
marines ashore at Monterey that 
they were not cavalrymen! 

Fired with ardor, this “thunder- 
bolt of Mars” next day thunder- 
bolted twenty miles—to the rear 
—and took up a strategic post 
tion at San Fernando, emitting 
manifestoes at every mile, breath- 
ing war, garlic, and patriotic fire; 
and announc'ng his plan to estab- 
lish himself at Los Angeles, con- 
centrating all available forces 
there, and driving all Gattle in- 
land, so that-the hideous invader 
would perish of starvation. “Nor 
shall I leave Los Angeles unpro- 
tected,"“he thundered—“Where I 
have arms and ammunition, which 
in the hands of the valiant Cali- 
fornians, united under my com- 
mand, will serve to rout the 
enemy.” -And he demanded fierce 
ly—"‘Are thcre Mexican bosoms 


that do not feel themselves boil 


with valor, at seeing this effort to. 


rob us of our territory?” and me 
of my job, he might have added. 
Whilst Mexican bosoms were 
boiling, per order, he ordered San

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Aa Arctic Bowhead Expedition—Life in Peril 
on Drifting Ice |

IM, the trader in the Arctic village where 


five or thirty years ago, the whaling of the 
Arctic. Ocean ranked among the most im- 
portant industries of the world. 

Between twenty and sixty ships and 
about six hundred men wintered annually 
around Herschel Island. Today there is no 
trace of thia formerly thriving industry ex- 
cept a few half-breed whaling-camps scat- 
tered here and there. 

I have listened by the hour to Jim’s tales 
of the old whalingdays. Jim had been 
shanghaied from a dock in San Francisco 


many years before and carried far north on | 
a whaler. Two years later his ship was 


crushed in the ice off Point Hope. 

With thirty-eight companions he started 
to mush over the ice toward Point Hope. 
He was one of the four who reached the 
sand-spit. Afterward he married a native 
woman, and the land of eternal winds and 
perpetual snows has been his home ever 
since. 

During the long winter I tugged with the 
idea of going whaling with his crew in the 
spring. It met with no success. The Es- 
kimo old-timers who comprised the crew 
would have nothing of a woman in their 
. camp.

Water is constantly being given off by the 
tree, especially the green portion, the 
leaves giving off the larger amount. This 
process is called transpiration and is one 
which is going on at all times, taking water 
up through the tree from the soil by means 
of the roots and tissues in all parts of the 
tree. This process of transpiration must 
necesarily go on continuously if the tree is 
to remain in good health, function 
and produce fruit. Transpiration is neces- 


Authorities hate estimated what this loss 


sary for several reasons. First, if the rigid- 
ity of the leaves and tree tissues in the 
plants is to be maintained: this process 
is necessary. It is necessary for the pur- 
pose of supplying food, water being actually 
used in the metabolism of the plant. Fur- 
thermore, water must be constantly supplied 
‘to the tree in order to transport food which 
finds its way up from the soil through the 
roots, and finally to the leaves where the 
plant food is élaborated. Transpiration of 
water is also necessary for the purpose of 
soquinting the temperature of the tissues of 
tree. - 


Several factors are involved which tend

ern California is watered with 100 per cent 
efficiency. How shall water be conserved? 

Conservation can be accomplished in gen- - 
eral, first, by having the surface of the soil 
in the proper physical conditions for the ab- 
sorption of water; second, by obtaining a 
proper distribution of moisture throughout 
the root feeding area of the soil, and third, 
by preventing too deep penetration. 

Proper physical condition means surface 
soil that is loose and friable, with no plow-

THE WATER DEMAND 


It is estimated that on the average, with 
fruit crops, for each pound of dry matter 
produced about 500 parts of water are re 
quired. Of course, this proportion varies 
in different localities, and with different va- 
rieties of fruit trées. There is also consid- 
erable variation as between individual trees. 
A tree more succulent than another would 
necessarily take more water than the latter, 
which is not putting on so much growth. The 


_ growth of the tree should be studied and the 


water supply maintained consistently, for 
the best development and growth. The- 
growth of the root system should also be 
studied, this in relation to the soil type, 
and a root system should be developed 
which will be conducive to an ideal top 
growth.

Crannies of Old San Timoteo

HE concentrated waters of Yucaipa’s 

i i apple valley, from the rolling hay flelds 
of Beaumont’s summit and from. sun- 

dry abbreviated guiches and gullies de- 
bouching from the Moreno Hills, have 
carved a winding and deepiy trenched wa- 
tercourse among a labyrinth of barren hills 


to the south and east of Redlands. This is 
San Timoteo. 


The creek proper first appears a mile or 
so to the west of Beaumont, a dry, shallow, 
gravelly wash playing a meager role in the 
topography of San Gorgonio Pass. A few 
miles down—at Singleton’s—its course is 
more clearly defined by the greenery of cot- 
tonwoods along its deepening trench. Imme- 
diately below, augmented by the winter 
freshets from Potato Creek and Live Oak 
Canyon, beartng down through Yucaipa from 
Oak Glen, San Timoteo becomes the salient 
topographic factor, and has gouged out a 
trough thirty feet deep oy 200 broad—an 
ugly scar in the soft canyon-bottom soil. 
This arroyo, flanked on either side by sheer 
walls of eroded loam and clay, attains its 
greatest depth near El Casco, below which 
the bluffs become less sheer, so that when 
San Timoteo is ready to open out upon the 
floor of San Bernardino Valley to the south:

culture at Berkeley. His address was a 
most interesting one and some of his state 
ments startied his hearers, since they did 
not agree with commonly accepted feeding 
practice. He said: 

“The chief components of all feeds are 
carbohydrates, fats and proteins. The two 
former are common in most feeds. Proteins 
are vital to animal life both for growth and 
production. We must have feed for chickens 
which contains not only enough protein but 
the right kind of protein. Protein is a com- 
pound composed of a number of elements 
known as animo-acids. .There are over 
twenty of them and three are of prime im- 
portance. 

“Our principal feed for chickens is grain. 
There is no basic grain for poultry; no one: 
grain is absolutely essential. All grains 
are deficient in the quality of their proteins, 
so we have to supply a supplementary feed 
which will make up for the lack. There is 
no difference in the quality of grains from 
a feed standpoint. The basis for feeding 
should be the price. One hundred pounds 
of wheat contains approximately seventy- 
two pounds of digestible nutrients; corn 
comes next with seventy pounds of nutri- 
ents, and oats, barley, milo and kafir con- 
tain about sixty-five digestible slated 
in 100 pounds of the grain. It is a waste of 
money to feed wheat at present prices, for 
wheat is worth but 2 per cent more than 
corn’ but 7 per cent more than other grains

cheapen your feed to a large extent and 
still get good production. 


“The taulty protein of grain thay be sup- *°" 
plied by using .meat-scrap, fish-ecrap, milk 
or such vegetabie products as soybean meal, 
linseed meal ad the like. The Middle West 
often feeds milk as the only supplement. 


You can get satisfactory growth and uc- 
tion with any of them, but milk it too high- 
priced to be used economically. 


“Most poultry mashes consist of from. 40 
to 50 per cent wheat bran, middlings or 
mill-run. Poultrymen began feeding these 
products because they were cheap and not 
because the chickens need them, and now 
they have the habit. Bran is a by-product 
of wheat and contains the same deficiencies 
as grain. It is a grain feed. This makes an 
excess of grain preteins, overloading the 
liver and kidneys. Much of the nutrient of 
mill-run is indigestible to poultry and is 
waste. It is not essential. 


COST MAIN CONSIDERATION 


“Animal proteins are not essential for an- 
imal growth. By supplying minerals, as 
good gtowth and production may be ob 
tained by feeding the proteins in vegetable 
oil cake and meal. What I am anxious to 
make clear is that these proteins are inter- 
changeable and that the use of them should 
depend on the price. It might be advisable 
to buy animal proteins in San Diego and 
vegetable proteins in San Francisco because

You will frequently find that a good quality 


of fish-scrap is preferable to average meat 
scrap because the latter has been subjected 
to high temperatures which lowers its diges- 
tibility and palatability. Generally speak- 
ing, good fish-scrap is worth 30 per cent 
more than average meat-scrap. Milk con- 
tains no more valuable proteins than the 
other concentrates. No experiment station 
has ever been able to demonstrate any bet- 
ter production from feeding milk than from 
other protein supplements. 

“Other elements necessary are minerals, 
vitamines and water. Minerals are abso 
lutely essential. A chicken will starve to 
death more quickly from lack of minerals 


than lack of feed. All the minerals nec- 


essary are found in ordinary feeds with the 
addition of bone meal and limestone. The 
total mineral content. should be about 10 
per cent of the mash. Use ground oyster 
shell or any pure form of calcium carbonate; 
use steamed bone meal or any other form 
of calcium. phosphate. A little salt is nec- 


essary, and is not injurious if water is pro- 


vided. 

“Another vital need is found in the vita- 
mines. There are five different members 
of the vitamine group, called A, B, C, D 
and E, Vitamine C is not needed by poul- 
try; Vitamines B and E are very evenly dis- 
tributed in all poultry feeds. In this State 
we have a source of abundant Vitamine D 
in our sunshine. Vitamine A we. must pro 
vide and we have to seek it in a cheap *° 
source, It is found in green feed. It can 
be supplied without green feed, of course. 
Codliver oil contains it, but you should be 
careful to get a tested oil, for much of it 
varies in vitamine content. Birds can be 
maintained on one product entirely. You 
can have growth and good production by 
feeding a good quality of alfalfa leaves. The 
green color in the leaves indicates the vita- 
mine content; when the green color is lost 
the vitamine is lost. 

“The mash should supplement the defie- 
fencies of the grain and the materials mak- 
ing it up should be coarse. Finely ground 
grain passes through the fowl too rapidly. 
The mash should contain 20 per cent of 
fish-scrap, or a smaller percentage of meat- 
scrap with a proportion of soybean or sim- 
flar meal. I should use barley in the mash 
and a mixture of other grains for scratch.

A eeparate college of agriculture for 
California at this time is opposed 
by the Board of Regénts of the University 
of California in a recent statement of pol- 
fey on the question issued at Berkeley. 
The Regents, however, put themselves on 
record as favoripg the acquisition of land 
near the Southern Branch at Westwood, 
suitable for agriculture and which can be 
used as a site for a lege of agriculture 
or university farm should changed condl- 
tions warrant such a plan. Following is 
the draft of the Regents’ statement: 

(1.) The Regents believe that the univer- 
sity has no more important function than 
the relief of the difficulties which confront 
the agricultural and horticultural interests 
of this State. They are heartily in sympa- 
thy with a co-ordinated program in instruc 
tion, research, and agricultural extension 
service which will meet the needs of the 
farmers to the fullest extent possible: Be- 
lieving that the solution of the problems 
which confront the farming industry de 
pends chiefly upon research, conducted by 
the most able investigators, they pledge 
their support to the expansion of the re 
search activities of the college of agricul. 
ture in all parts of the State to the limit 
of the funds which can be secured and ef- 
fectively expended. 

Because they are sincerely devoted to 
these purposes, they oppose, as economi- 
cally and educationally unsound, the de- 
velopment of a second college of agricul- 
ture or of a second university farm in 
-California at this time. Some of the facts 
which have led them to this conclusion 
are: |

In other 
words, tuberculosis affecting both cattle 
and poultry may infect swine. 


Avian tuberculosis exists to a limited de- W4Y 


gree in eastern and southern States, but 
causes great losses in the Corn Belt. Dr. J. 
A. Kiernan, of the Bureau of Animal Hus- 
bandry in charge of the tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work, is authority for the statement 
that in many counties of the Middle West 
avian tuberculosis causes greater financial 


loss than bovine tuberculosis. During the 


past fifteen months the field force of the 
bureau has examined 202,538 flocks of 
chickens containing more than 16,450,000 
fowls. Of this total, 12,301 flocks were 
found to be infected,

Old Vineyard Still in 
Heavy Bearing 


BANPORD.The Lucerne 
mear Hanford is believed locally to be the 
largest raisin grape vineyard in the world. 
Thirteen hundred acres are devoted to 
pe production by this great concern, 
100 acres being planted to Muscats and 
the rest principally to Malagas. The Mus- 
cat has the distinction of being the only 
variety which meets with a demand for ta- 
ble grapes, juice or raisins. Last year the 
Lacerne vineyard shipped 252,860 lug box- 
.@8 of grapes, twenty-eight pounds net to 
the lug, for juice purposes, 31,550 crates of 
Muscats and 34,000 crates of Malagas for 
table use, and produced about 400,600 
pounds of ratsins. This year picking be- 
about two weeks earlier than usual. 

e market demands have changed some- 
what and a larger proportion of grapes are 
being dried this season. 

The utmost care is exercised in picking, 
handling, packing and shipping Lucerne 
grapes. Muscats are tender and the juice 
grapes are field-packed by experts. The 
icble grapes are put up in the packing 
house by experienced workers, with four 
baskets, neatly. but solidly arranged, in 
each crate. From the vine to the car it 
takes not over twelve hours. Solid pack- 
ing, the superintendent asserts, saved the 
vineyard $8000 last year, with fewer crates 
and boxes, lower freights and higher prices. 
The shipments go largely to the Atlantic 
seaboard, as the Chicago market is not as 
good as those of cities farther east. The 
vineyard has its own agents in the east and 
the grapes are sold at the regular fruit 
auctions, the superior pack and high qual- 
ity bringing an average of $10 a ton over 
the regular market. This year the posst- 
ble output is estimated at about 410 car- 
loads, but probably not over 150 cars will 
be shipped; the rest being dried. 

The Lucerne vineyard was set out thir- 
ty-six years ago by Paige, Monteagle and 
Chittenden, L. S. Chittenden being the di- 
rector-manager.

the soil particles are smaller and conse 
quently in larger numbers, there is more 
capillary water, and consequently more 
available for the use of the tree. We see 
then that a soil acts as a reservoir and will 
hold water in amounts varying with the soll 


type 
PRACTICE MUST VARY 

Recognizing the fact, then, that the trees 
require the same amount of water regard- 
less of the type of soil, and that some soils 
will hold considerably more water than oth- 
ers, we find it is necessary to vary the irri- 
gation practice accordingly. Sandy soil, hold- 
ing less water, will necessarily have to be 
filled up with irrigation water more often 
than a soil of’ heavy type that holds more. 
This is why it is necessary on some sandy 
soils to irrigate every two or three weeks 


. while with heavy types every six to eight 


weeks during the irrigation season may be 
enough. 

Optimum moisture content in the soil for 
some fruit crops is estimated to be about 
one-half what it will absorb and retain as 
capillary moisture. Citrus specialists and 
investigators in California, however, feel 
that as long as any moisture is available 
in the form of capillary moisture ideal 
growth will continue and that the tree will 
function normally and actively. It is cer- 
tain that if the soil, especially in the citrus 
orchard, is kept up to or above the optimum 
for too long a period during the growing 
season, great harm will be done to the trees 
and they will not function normally. The 
result may be decreased root-activity and 
an actual rotting of the root already in the 
soil. In other words, the ideal to be fol- 
lowed so far as soil moisture regulation is 
concerned, is to permit the trees to use 
first the available water within the soil be- 
fore more is added. This means, of course, 
that the soil moisture within the soil will 
fluctuate between ful) field capacity and a 
point which is not very far above the wilt- 
ing coefficient. Under these conditions, 
the bacteria) flora within the soil will be 
more active. The roots, too, will be more 
active because it is necessary for them to 
have a comparatively high temperature in 
which to function properly, and this high 
temperature would not be maintained’ if 
cold irrigating water was applied too often, 
and the water kept at too high a point with- 
in the soil. It is impossible, then, in having 
ideal conditions for growth to prevent 2 
fluctuation of soi] moisture. - 

Just as too much water maintained in the 
soll is detrimental to the tree and tree 
growth, so too much drying out of the soil 
causes a condition whereby the tree cannot 
function properly. Just as the fruit cannot 
function properly when the soil is applied 
with too much moisture, se the tree cannot 
produce profitable crops of fruit where an

make other plans so that an absolute 
schedule does not need to be adhered to. 
Within the last two or three years, irriga- 
tion companies have made changes so that 
the growers have been enabled to irrigate 
more nearly when it has been necessary. 
Growers with orchards in sandy soil are 
given water more often than growers in 
heavy soil. In this way the irrigation in a 
given district may be carried on more ef- 
ficiently, to the benefit not only of growers 
themselves, but to the community at large. 


The furrow system of irrigation is the 
one most in use. The one weak point, per- 
haps, in connection with the use of this sys- 
tem is that the upper part of the orchard, or 
the part nearest the source of water, re 
ceives more water than the lower end of the 
run. This makes it necessary, in order to 
get best results so far as distribution of the 
water in the orchard is concerned, to con- 
sider the length of the furrows. With a 
sandy or light type of soil it is necessary 
to have short furrows, that is furrows 
around 250 to 300 feet long: probably 300 
feet should be the limit in the lighter soll 
type. In heavy soils perhaps longer fur- 
rows would be satisfactory, although prob- 
ably about 500 feet in our average heavy 
soils should be the limit. With this meth- 
od of irrigation, the necessity for having 
loose surface soil without a plow-sole or 
hard stratum beneath the surface, is a 
paramount one. If a plow-sole is present 
and water does not penetrate into the sub- 
sufface soil, it should be broken up in some 
way through sub-soiling. 

With the furrow system there is some 
danger of atcumulation of salts in the sur- 
face soil, causing too great a concentration 
in the soil solution, especially if sufficient wa- 
ter is added later to carry the salts down 
to the feeding roots. A rainfall following 
an accumulation of salts may cause some 
trouble. Probably, however, where the salts 
do accumulate, and this is followed by a 
heavy rain of several inches all soluble ma 
terials may be carried not only through the 
root feeding area but down below that, the 
heavy rain being beneficial to the trees. 

Baain irrigation is another method of ap- 
plying water. This is the method in which 
a certain amount of water is applied to 
each tree and held there through ridges 
running in both directions in the orchard.

WATER FOR YOUNG TREES 
A word about the irrigation of 


many times run furrows near the trees. 
The furrows probably run as long as they do 
around the older trees. In any event, fre 
quently the water is run on cither side of 
a row of young trees so long that it must 
necessarily penetrate down through the reot 
feeding area and way beyond.’ This seems 
to be a common practice. In the irrigation 
of young trees this point should be. w: tched, 
and just as with the older trees, as soon 
as the moisture gets down as far as the 
roots penetrate, the water should be cut off: 
otherwise tne soil will be leached and the 
young tree Will suffer. 

In general, as we see it, the soil moist 
ture regulation program for the year 
should be about as follows: 

In the winter, before the growing season 
commences, see to it that the soil in the 
root-feeding area in the orchard is filled up 
with water to field capacity. If this is ac 
complished, it will be long into the spring 


“before the necessity arises for adding irr 


gation water. This will make for ideal 
growing conditions throughout the spring 
mon . When the water throughout the 
spring or early growing season seems 
to diminish to the extent where 4a 
examination makes the addition 
of more appear necessary, then, but not 
until then, should more be added. 

Throughout the growing season, then, 
moisture should be added only as it is 
needed. And as long as moisture is pres 
ent, do not add more water. This prac 
tice should be followed well into the fall 
months. At no time during the season 
should the soil be allowed to get too‘-ar. 
Do not wait for rain if the soil needs mois- 
ture. In the winter again see to it that 
the moisture is supplied to all of the root 
feeding area. 

To sum up, let us remember that water 
is necessary to the fruit tree in definite 
amounts and that these amounts not vary 
according to soil conditions, although the 
requirements may vary according to the 
climatic and weather conditions. Atten- 
tion should be given to supplying the prop- 
er amount of water. Irrigation water 
should be properly distributed throughout 
all of the root feeding area in order to ob 
tain the maximum results, in so far as 
vigorous growth of the tree and the pro- 
duction of profitable crops are concerned. 
See to it that the water is properly con- 
served, and that a sufficient depth of pene 
tration is accomplished without wasting 
any. Do not add water when an adequate 
supply is already available. An examina- 
tion of soil moisture should be made from 
time to time enabling the grower to more 
etonomically -and efficiently supply the de 
mands of the trees. Remember, too, that 
the shadow of the owner in the orchard is 
desirable, providing said grower is making 
a real study of his conditions and determ- 
ining his practices accordingly. 


The United States Department of Agricn!- 
ture, after a study of the flowering halig-of 


the avocado, advises that mixed plantings 


of different varieties are conductive to the 
setting of fruit. Solid plantings of any ore 
variety are regarded by the department ex- 
perts as unwise. — 
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
